Responsible for Retirement of 
Price McKinney from Turf. 

Disagreed with J. W. Corrigan 
Over Propriety of Wagering 
Heavily on Stable Horses.

New York, August 1. — Tl;e sudden retirement of 
l*ri<-<‘ MeKinney from the hroe«ling «nd meing of 
IIioroiighlitXHls during the ])rogress of the Sarutogn 
iiK'etiug last year, arousinl no end of siH*eulative 
eoniiiKMit at the tinu‘ and has remaine<l one of tlie 
mysteries of the turf ever since. No satisfying ex- 
idanation having vouehsaf<*d either by Mr. Mc- 

Kinney or his jmrtuer in the racing and breeding 
venture, that brought these two ('leveland capitalists 
into «iuch prominence on the American turf a few 
y«*ars ag<i. 

Now it is leariieil on g«od authority that Mr. Mc- 
Kinney’s uuer|H*cted retirement gn*w »»ut of a dif- 
fer«*m*e of opinion with his partner over the pro- 
priety and advisability of wagering heavily upon the 
horsj's riiiiuing in the <-olors of the Wickliffe Stable. 
W’hi<h was the nom de <-ourse under which Messrs. 
Corrigan & SIcKinney ra<*ed the horses -wliicli they 
bred at Wickliffe Stinl in Kentucky. Mr. M<*Kinney. 
who lo*»k the initiative in the purcha.s<> of breeding 
stock and other details incidental to the organizii- I 
tUm of the Wickliffe Stud, ftmiid it pleasurable to 1 
make a modest wager on his own and other horses 
now and then as a sporting proitosition. luit was not 
wliat i.s kiKiwii as a betting owner. He never made 
a plunging ls*t, either on the Wickliffe Stable horses 
or any others,- during the considerable period that 
he was prominent on the turf. 

His young partner, however. temi>eramentally dif 
fereiit. saw' no objection to helping out on the heavy 
exiM-iis<- of maintaining the stable by subsL-intial 
wagers when <-onditions warranted it. With the 
op«*ning of the Saratoga minding last year, Mr. Cor- 
rigan liecame quite active and siKinlily acquireil a 
repiitati<»n as a plunger among the imui who lay 
the «slds. It is asserted that when news of his 
iwriner’s Ladting o|H‘rations came to Mr. McKinney’s 
attention, he lost no time in comiinicating wdth him 
from his home in Cleveland and exi»ressing his dis- 
approval. 

MR. CORRIGAN GOES ALONE AND OUT. 

The upshot of it all w’as, according to report, 
that Mr. McKinney gave his jiartner the choice of 
buying or selling the racing and breeding stoc*k and 
Mr. Corrigan decided to buy. It is a matter of his- 
tory. that after Mr. Corrigan became the sole pro- 
prietor of the Wickliffe Stable, the layers of odds 
were hard hit by him in several betting transactions 
on his horses. But after retiring his horses for the 
season, Mr. Corrigan suddenly deciilcMl to retire 
from the turf, both as a breeder and racing man. 
So his stud and racing stock was auctioned off at 
Lexington during the w’iuter with highly satisfactory 
rc'sults. It is prc*sumed that the enormous expensi* 
of conducting the Wickliffe Stud and maintaining 
tin* big racing establishment was more than Mr. 
Corrigan felt justificnl in attempting to shoulder by 
himself, though he is ampl.v able to do so. A quarter 
of a million dollars is named as the annual exi>euse 
involved. 

It was intimaU'd shortl.v after the announcement 
of Mr. McKinney’s retirement that he would at 
some future time return to the turf. bc*th as a 
br«*«*der and ra<*iug owner. No recruit to th<i turf in 
recent years displayed kec*ner enthusiasm and in- 
terest in breeding and racing than Mr, McKinney 
and it was not long after his entry uimn the turf 
l»eforc* he was complimented by election as a mem- 
ber of that most exclusive of organizations — the 
Jm-key Club, Mr. Corrigan likewise let it be known 
when arranging for the disi»ersal of the Wickliffe 
Stud, that it was his intention to return to the turf 
when war-time conditions no longer existed. So the 
chan<*es are that eventually both of the f<»rmcr pro- 
prietors of the Wickliffe Stud will again figure in 
the annals of the American turf.

SANFORD STABLE’S LUCK IS TURNING 



Amsterdam Turfmen Expected to Figure Promi- 
nently at Saratoga— About Senor Diaz’ Horses

New Y’ork. August 1. — The luck of the Sanford 
stable has taken a turn for the better of late, and 
the colors of the noted Amsterdam breeder have 
l>e<‘n carried to the fore ui>on several oc-easions re- 
eentlj’. culminating in the pleasing debut made by 
the pride of the stable, Tippity Witchet, at the 
Empire City track on Tuesday last. This gootl 
thret*-year-old, purchased for $20.(U)0 from the 
Brighton Stable last fall, after having made an 
ex<-eptioi!.‘il record for coiisistenej- as a two-year- 
old, is in sui»erb form to meet liis Saratoga engage- 
ments, to fit him for w’hieh Tuesday’s race was the 
final test to which he was subjected. It was only 
an exercise gallop for him and those w'lio saw him 
in action have an idea that he must be given con- 
sideration before the three -year -old supremacy is 
deeid<*d. He is still a small horse, and for this 
reason there is a disj^sitiou to question hi.s ability 
to carry high weights as well as some of the other 
candidates for the three-j’ear-old crown. But it 
sometimes happ«‘iis that a small, chunky horse of 
Tippity Witehet’s tyi>e carries weight better than 
big horses. He showed the same iKTfect disiMisition 
before and after his race of Tuesday that w’as such 
a characteristic his freiiuent appearances in 
public last .vear. HR is a memlx^r of the division 
of the Sanford stable that W. J. Young is training. 
Several of Mr. Young’s charges have scored of late, 
and it is evident that he has lost none of the skill 
as a trainer that led to his engagement by Mr. 
Sanford. 

The stable of Senor A. H. Diaz, wealthy Cuban 
turfman, will be shipped to the Oriental Park 
track at Marianao, Cuba, within the next few day^. 
The horses comprising this stable will get a rest 
during the remainder of the summer so as to be in 
proiier condition for the winter racing season in 
Cuba. Orestes, the star of the string, has not had 
an opportunity to show his real form since his 
arrival in this country following a successful cam- 
paign at Oriental Park last winter. It is an oi>eu 
secret that he was started in the Preakness Stakes 
at Pimlico last spring, when really unfit to fill 
that engagement, and this had the effect of giving 
him a setbiick from the effects of w’liich he has not 
yet recovered. His owner is so miieh of a siwrts- 
mau. however, that he instructed his trainer. L. 
H. Baxter, to keep on racing the horse in high- 
elass compauj' regardless of his inability to win 
and all otlier considerations. 

SENOR DIAZ A GOOD SPORTSMAN. 

Senor Diaz has strengthened his stable for the 
coming winter campaign in Cuba by judicious pur- 
chases made with a eye to their utilization later 
on in the breeding stud, which he is establishing 
along approved lines at a magnificent country 
estate which he maintains near Havana. He al- 
ready has the uiu-leus for a successful stud and 
the example whi<-li he is setting probablj’ will iii- 
flueuce other wealthy Cubans to go in for racing 
and breeding on a pretentious scale. Senor Diaz 
spent several mouths about New York, while his 
stable was racing hereabouts, and made a spleuUid 
impression by his whole-souled si»ortsmanship. 

He is a man of immense wealth, i>erhaps en- 
joj'ing a greater iueome than any other man in 
Cuba, chiefly derived from a fabulously rich eopi>er 
mine developed by his recently deceased father, 
who was one of the original meinlters of the Cuba- 
.\merican Jockey Club, and who took a keen inter- 
est in Cuban racing until his death last winter. 
'File younger Diaz probablj' is destined to become 
one of the pillars of the turf in Cuba. 

The victory of Approval on Monday at Empire 
City closelj’ followed the purchase of that horse 
by John M. Crane, a well-to-do California rancher, 
who has not figured prominently on the turf since 
the close of racing at Oakland, where', in the golden 
days of the California turf, his colors were carried 
with signal success by Byrouerdale, John H. Shee- 
han and other useful platers. Mr. Craue also took 
a hand at bookmakiiig in the old days, but nowa- 
days he takes the other end of the sport and is 
aeeouutt?d an exceptionally good judge of a horse’s 
fonn. 

Hugh L. Jones, a former bookmaker well known 
from coast to coast; A1 Koenigsburg, “Little” 
Henrj’ Frejlinghaiiseu. Will Hall and Charles Baird 
are other Californians who are regular attendants 
at New Y'ork racing. The first-named has recent Ij' 
disposed of the interest which he owned in the 
Denver baseball club, and which turned out to be 
an uuprofititble venture. A1 Koenigsburg is credited 
with being one of the most successful patrons of the 
layers on the New York tracks this j’ear. 

It is said that the Empire City meeting, just 
closed, enabled most, if not all, of the layers to 
recoup their previous losses of this j’ear and place 
a balance on the other side of their ledgers.

Billy Kelly Begains Lost Laurels

Sanitoga Springs, N. Y’., August 1. — Andrew Mil- 
ler’s stiirdj' aud iTopnlar Roamer crowned his nu- 
merous great turf achievements this afternoon, 
when he aeeoiinted for the Saratoga Handicap, the 
outstanding feature of the opi'ning day’s card, in 
which he score<l in impressive and easy fashion over 
J. K. L. Ross’ great c*olt Cudgel, with Bondage 
third, just getting up in time to overhaul and 
pass Fairy Wand in the final strides. Then' were 
six stiirters in the race. Priscilla Mullens am! 
Cudgel, e<^nstituting an entry, carrying the silks 
of Commodore J. K. L. Ross. 

War Cloud. A. K. Maeomber’s star three-year- 
old. was given the betting call, with the entry 
ami Roamer not lacking for supi>orters, lioamer par- 
ticularly absorbing the attention of the majority 
of the nieing devotees. There was no outstanding 
reason for War Cloud being installed in the i>ost of 
honor, excepting that it might have been due to 
some recent fast work trials and the fact that the 
distance of the race, at a mile and a quarter, 
WM to bis lik'iix. Those ^wIkv figured on the latter, 
were grievously disapiwinted, for War Cloml was 
thoroughly done for after going three-quarters, 
when he began dropping out of contention, despite 
streimous urging on the part of jockey Buxton. 

The speedy Fairy Wand movt*d into the lead im- 
mediatel.v after the rise of tl«* barrier, accom- 
panied by Priscilla Mullens, with Roamer, under 
iianl restraint, following in third place and War 
Cloud close up and Cudgel aud Bondage in the 
rear. 

There was relatively no change in the running 
l»ositions for the first half mile and the above onler 
was well maintained nntil just bt'fore reaching 
the three-quarters iK>st, where War Cloud sud- 
denly showed distress signals aud simultaneously 
i’riseilla Mullens began falling rearwarrl, with 
Roamer making a strong challenge for the lead. 
Cudgel aud Bondage also began improving their 
{lositious. Cudgel at this ix>iot going luirticularly 
well aud seemingly able to pass into tin* lead when 
called on for his final effort. However, he began 
to tire just before reaching the stretch turn and 
Roamt'r. still moving along with frictionless stride, 
had no difficulty in passing Fairy Wand, which 
held on Iw'tter than was exi)ected. In the stretch 
the Miller representative only galloiied at a stiff 
pace to keep in the van. Hard driven in the last 
eighth. Cudgel overhauled Fairy Wand and the 
latter was outstayed bj* Bondage. 

A storm of apidause greeted Roamer immediati ly 
after crossing the finish, which was renewed wlieii 
the time, was displayed. The time marks 

a new track record, the former mark being 1!:()4, also 
made by Roamer on August 8, 1914. 

THIRD VICTORY IN SAME RACE. 

Ill additiou to establishing a time record for the 
mile and a iiuarter distance, Roamer likewise set 
a record for the race that will probably endure for 
all time, as it is the third time he has achieved 
suc<*ess in it. His first victory came in 1915 as a 
four-jear-old. wlieu Ik* carried 128 »>ounUs. In 
last year’s running he triumphed while carrying 12T2 

IKlllIUlS. 

Jockey Robinson rode him in superb fashion and 
the horse, after the finish, seemed fullj' able to 
continue another mile aud a quarter without dis- 
tress. Cudgel came back to the scales decidedly 
tired and it might be that his ree<*ut let-up from 
racing had a tendencj' to tire him. 'War Cloud’s 
showing was disapiKiinting and, in view of his race 
totlaj’. the three-j'ear old question of siipremacj* 
is still in suspense. The Saratoga Handicap was 
worth $5,350 net to Roamer. 

As a secondarj' feature and sharing interest with 
the big race iH'eause of the first real clash betwi'Ci 
eastern and western owned two-j'ear-oMs, was tin* 
Flash Stakes, having a net value of $4,400 to the 
winner. There were fifteen named in it aud it 
proved oulj' a gallop for the westerner, Billy K"llj'. 
which enjoyed prominence from the start ami drew 
awa.v ill the last eighth to win with ridiculous ease. 
R. L, Gerry’s Lady Rosebud taking second placi* 
ami Star Realm third. The early running was dom- 
inated by the II. A. Porter pair, Mj’ Friend and High 
Time. This pair, which had dmwu clear fnuu the 
others in the first eighth fur a brief iieriotl. threat - 
enetl to run awaj' from the others, but Billy Kelly 
moved up steailil.v aud. finding the Porter repn 
seiitatives weakening just befort' rounding into the 
stn*teh, had no trouble p:issing into the lead ami 
drawing out in decisive style near the end, tliongii 
the diiunnltive Siinps<m allowed him to swem'e 
from the middle of the track to the inner rajl in the 
last sixteenth. My Friend ami High Time quit 
badly in the stretch. Billy Kelly’s easy suetvs..; 
indicates his return to the lM*st form he showed in

Fourteen two .vear-olds started in the closing race 
add tiH'y ran in compact order until nearing the 
finish, where Bright Lights, which had lost con- 
siderable ground b.v a w’ide stretch turn, drew out 
to win by a small margin from Sketchy, -with Cari- 
nas landing in third place. Cerinus was regarde*! 
M'ith much favor, his showing in the Cincinnati 
7'rophy justif.ving the high reganl, but be had to 
overcome much nterferem*e in toclay’s race and it 
accounted for his failure.

An Apprentice Must Undergo Lon^ and Hard Labor 
Before Being Permitted to Ride. 

Tlio lif«‘ histories of faimous jtiokeys are c<»nst.int- 
ly lK*iiii: tuililislied. and iiiterestiup reading most of 
them afford, hut they seldom give any details of 
how these “knights of the pigskin*’ fared in the 
earliest stages of apprentleeship. From time to 
time artieles have apiteared describing the life of an 
aiM»n*iiti«*e in a big racing establishment, and tin* 
v^ritcrs have endeavore<l faithfully to limn them 
from their |»oint of view, though the cxi^erienoe 
narrat«Hl invariably differ widely from fact. 

Few iMH*ole are aware of the hardships which are 
endim*d l».v a 1h».v who is to make his mark as a 
j«K-kcy. and it is gent*rally imagine<l that if a lad 
is of a sufficiently slender build he has merely to 
enter a racing stable to earn the income of a 
cabinet minister in a few years. Tiiis is a great 
mistake, as everyone concerned with stables knows 
well enough, and as every embyro jockey finds out 
to :iis cost. The training of a jockey entails many 
years of hard work if success is to be achieved, and 
I»oss;*ssing a strong <*oustitution alone will enable 
an aiiprvntice to rise to the position of a first-rate 
jockey. 

The famous actor usually gains fame by begin- 
ning on the lowest rung of the ladder, and so it 
is with the jeakey. and few cases can l>e recalled 
of any rider of note wlui has not c*ommenced his 
<-arecr l»y doing his “bit” in the stable. That 
those* who rise to the t<*p of the tree are few and 
far l»ctwt*en is appar«*nt from the long list of ap- 
prentic<*s which apiM*ars year by . year in the “Rac- 
ing ralendar,” the majority of whom pass into 
o!»s<*urity. 

The life of an apprentice in a racing stable, al- 
though healthy enough, is by no means a lH*d of 
r«»si*s. and woe betide the gcntl.v nurtun*d lad who 
thinks he is going to have a good time. Years ago- 
au a!»!»r»*nti<*e was thought little of, and his housing 
ami fi*<*<ling were of the most primitive kind, but 
things have change«l greatly, and in most establish- 
ments the lads are looked after with the greatest 
care and their interests studied in every iiossible 
way. 

The terms of apprenticeship varies considerably, 
and it usually rests with his parents whether a 
boy is lK>und to a trainer for three*, five or more 
years. In most instances five years is tlie stipu- 
lated time, as the rudiments of the profession can 
scarcely be taught in less, though in some cases 
the apprentk-eship lasts until the majority it at- 
laimd. It is an old saying— and a good one, too — 
however, much, to be said for the other side of 
the <|uestiou. and nearl.v all the crack jockeys of 
the prt'sent day t»we their positions to the care- 
ful tuitum bestowed ui»on them by their early em- 
ployers. 

MUST HAVE NATURAL ABILITY. 

A iMiy must have bred in him the ability to con- 
trol horses and the nerve to do so. for no teacher 
can instill these utnvssary attributes. The in- 
stinct to judge pace is indisiK'nsnble, as without 
it no Isiy can hoiK* to succi*«‘d. and it was probably 
owing to this faculty that «loan excicised such 
influem*«* on race riding in England. 

The inability to estimate c«>rrectly the speed at 
which a horse is traveling has s|>oilt the career of 
many prominent lads and this will Ik? borne out by 
<*very traim*r. who will tell you that men whom he 
lias had in his employ for perhai»s a score of years 
even tJieu cannot tell the difference betw«H*n a half- 
siK*e<I. thr«*c-quarter speed, or racing-pac-e gallop. 

And now, to describe some of the details of an 
apprt*nti<**»’s life. It must not be snpposi*d that

During the 
last few years he has be«*n breeding to the stal- 
lions Bard of Hope and Madrigallian. 

Roliert Walden, who is training and maiKiging the 
stable of .\lfred Henneii Morris, in which he has a 
half interest, will ship to his Bowling Brook Farm, 
near Middleburg, Md.. in a few days. At Bowling 
Brook Farm, where there is a fine covered track, 
he will prepare his horses for the coming September 
meeting of the Harford Agrkultural and Hreeders’ 
Association at Havre de Grace. The Morris Walden 
stable began racing at Pimlico in the spring and, 
after the windup of the Maryland Jockey Club’s 
May meeting. shippe<l to Kentucky. 

In Quietude, a daughter of Dalhousie — Tabouret, 
Mr. Wahlen has developed a three-year-old filly of 
high class and in Ticklish, a big bay son of King 
James — Tickle, and a winner at I..atonia, . he has 
unc*overe<l a two-year-old of much promise. 

TICKLISH HAS GREAT SPEED. 

Ticklish has an astonishing flight of sp**ed. He 
has covered a lialf mile in 46 seconds since his ar- 
rival from Kentucky. The two-year-old Translate, a 
son of Tninsvaal — Eustis, which has figured in 
the racing returns at Yonkers this last week, does 
not apiK*ar to lie i)Oss(*ssed of so quick a turn of 
Sliced, but he acts like a long distance runner. A 
flashy black. Translate makes a fine apiiearance on 
dress parade. He is to be the W’alden candidate for 
the <*oming rem*wal of the $n,000 Walden Stakes, 
Pimlico’s mile dash for tw*o-year-olds. 

The Walden was won last fall by War Cloud, the 
winner this year of the Dwyer Stakes, also, of one 
of the divisions of tlie Preakness. Mr. Walden and 
Mr. Morris are more interested in Translate than in 
any of their other two-year-olds. Translate’s^ sire. 
Transvaal, a sou of Commando— Royal Rose, and 
a half-brother of Pennant and of the sprinter Iron 
Mask, is now the head of the Morris- Walden Stud 
at Bowling Bi-ook Farm, 

On behalf of the Maryland Jockey Club, in which 
he is one of the principiil stockholders, Mr. Walden 
recently presenteil the Red Cmss organization of 
Carroll County, Maryland, the sum of $2,500. This 
mone.v is to Ik* devoted to the relief of the suffer- 
ings of the soldiers and sailors of the. entente allies 
who are fighting the battle of civilization in Euroix? 
and Asia Minor and on the high seas. 

Following the example of Abner Clopton, G. R. 
Bryson will ship his stjible to Havre do Grace on 
Frida.v cr Saturday. At the Harford County track 
he will freshen his charges for the SeptemlK*r 
meeting. Flittergold, W’hich ran Omar Khayyam 
to a head in the Havre de Grace Handicap last fall, 
is the most formidable member of the Brj*son, string, 
and he bears the familiar Bryson colors onct? more, 
as the Potomac Stable combination has been dis- 
solved, J. T. Timmerman of Washington having 
retired from tJie jiartnership. 

The gelding Commander, a son of Broomstick — 
Polly Flinders, is the fastest tw’o-year-old of the

when 1 m* «*uters the employment of a trainer he is 
at on4*e pluee<l on a race horse. Xo. a great many 
things have to be learned bt*fore he achieves that 
distinction. Tlie routine of a stable has first to be 
taught and there is a great d«*al more in this than 
most |K*<ipIe imagine. At the outset his attentions 
an* mainly coufiueil to swe<*ping the yards, polish- 
ing brassw<irk, washing out the stables, cleaning 
sad<lh‘s. bridles and hariM*sses. and a hundred and 
one other details too num<*nius to mention. 

Going llie rounds with the “stopping iKit” is one 
of tlies<* first duties, and as this implement will no 
<l«!ubt be unknown to many n*aders. it may Ik? w<* 1I 
to explain its uses. A “st<qiping pot” is a box or 
4itlier rec*eptacle 4-ontainiug moist cowdiing. which is 
use<I to stop up horses’s feet, the niglit before they 
hav»* to be n*shod. the objt*ct of the dung lieing to 
soften the hoofs and thus render them less resi.sting 
to the blaeksiuith’s knife. 

TIm* novice is then gradually edueate<l in the 
pnqier wa.v of cleaning out a stable and lK*ddiug 
it down, while he also has to notice how to “dress’’ 
a horse down proiK*rly. It is fre<iuently a source of 
Momlerment to the visitor who makes his first in- 
s|K*4*ti4iu of a racing stable to see a small lad <»f 
some fourtet n summers and sometimes less than four 
fis’t high comph'tiug the toilet of a big animal of 
sixteen hands, in order to do whi<*h he has iK*rclied 
himself <m the top of an upturned stable bucket. 

EARLY RipiNG THE RULE. 

Early rising is the rule iu all stables and the lads 
are invariably arouseil at hours ranging from six 
a. m. in the winter, to four a. m. in the summer, 
for iu the latter season most trainers have their 
strings on the exercise grounds before five o’clock. 

AVheu the boj* has thoroughly learnt his stable 
duties, he is then taught to ride, his first mount 
usually lK*ing some quiet old cub or pony and he is. 
after having practiced a few times in the home 
pMdd<M*k. allowe<l to go out wilh the string to pick 
up and bring back the rugs, hoods, knee-boots, etc., 
which are taken off horses when they are alsiut to 
umhTgo fast g.sllops. This gives tliein ph*nty of 
nionnting and dismounting practice — and invaluable 
<*xiM*riciK*e — as race Imrscs eaniiot Ik* mounted by the 
usual pPHiMlure of phieing the fo<it iu the stirrup, 
for they will not stand and they have to Ik* inoiinted 
by a series <if springs. 

AA’heii surticiently advanced the lad is given charge 
of a r;u*e hors«*. usually one chosen for its quiet- 
ness and g<M»d luaMiei-K. and he is then taught how 
to rid<* <*aut«*rs. the task of st<*«*ring the horse in 
the faster work lM*ing h*ft to iiion* exiierienc«*d 
hands. After mhuc months uf this the lad of prom- 
ise is giv«*n a cliau<*e <if taking part in the gallops, 
and it is the way iu which he then shapes that de- 
fid«*s wlM*tlier the trainer thinks he is capalde of

LATEST DEVELOPMENTS OF GREAT WAR 



ORGANIZATION AND CO-ORDINATION 



A<<-ordina to Associate Press dispatches of late 
yestenlay the Anieriean and Fren« h tnsjps have be- 
gun a turning movement that, if snee**ssfnl, will 
a AJernian n*tin*nu*nt over a wide sector 
east of Fen -en-Tardenois at the center of the 
>-'oiss<ms-Rheims salient. 

They have attaeked over a front of more than 
thns* niil‘*s on each side of the village of Xesles, 
the aiM*x of the alluMl wedge north of tin? IMireq. 
Their greatest advance was tow;;rd the east, where 
the Ameri«aus pushed on some distanci* from the 
town of S«‘rgT and appn*;i4hed Chaniery. 

Although the atinoiinetHl purpose of the attack was 
till* straightening out of the line l>etweeu S«*ringes 
:iii<l t'ierg<*s. this is n*ally s<H*ondary to the out- 
flanking of the tlertnaiis to the southward. The 
etuiiiy is holding stnmg i»ositious at RonelM-n*s 
ami St. Gemiiie, when* his line is still less than 
five miles fn»m tin* Marne, and a continued advanee 
l>etw<H-n X»*sles ami (Merges would force him to fall 
back t«» cseaiM* being <*ut off from the n*ar. 

A dispatch from the Anu*rh*an army headquar- 
ters oil tlie Marne front says the Germans are using 
less artillery. d«isMiding on theih m.iehiue gunners. 
M'fiis, with the stories of pris<iners and deserters, 
indicates plans for a new withdrawal to the Vesle 
river. A des«*rter said »>rders had isswd for a 

series of retinmu nts until Fism«*s on tin* Vesle was 
re.K-hed. Tim C.erm.ius Wednesilay used a new gas 
having a white flame and smoke. 

The allies bnuight int«i aitioii tluir heavy artil- 
lery. their aviators ami patnds having repbrted 
mile after mile of barlssl wire standing along the 
Cemiaii liims. The Iu*avy guns soon found the 
range of the entanglements. Some ♦•iiem.v infantry 
h:i«l ling in B hiiid the wins, hut the lines w«*re for 
tile most iwrt manned by maihine gunners. 

The German artilhr.v nqdy i-onsisted chiefly of 
shells from the 77s and lu5s. The maihine guns, 
witli tin* hi*avier pie«i*s indi<ated. wen* active in an 
effort to prevent an allied advance. 

The piiriMiM* of the Amerie.in and Fn*neh attack 
which was in a northeasterly dinn-tion, is prob- 
ably for the pnriK»s<* of outflanking the Meuniere 
winhI and in cutting off tin* hiuut edged salient in 
tin* line U*tw<*en Roiningiiy and (Merges. This 
salient was made mon* acute l»y the American ad- 
vaiM-e north from (Merges to Si-riuges.

exiierieiice. (leneral Braneker is (’ontroller General 
of Equipment of the British Air Ministry, For some 
W'«*eks he h.is b<*en ill the United States making 
a study of aircraft prwlnction and al.so of the or- 
ganlxation of this country’s air force, and in a 
statement issued on the eve of his return to Ten- 
don he gives frank expression to his views. 

Some of the things General Braneker has said 
may not he enjo.ved by individuals at Washington, 
hut the country will welcome them because the 
country wants to know tiu* facts aliout our aircraft 
situation. It is not a question of the individual; 
General Bramker does not discuss men. What he 
does impress msui the American p(*opIe is that this 
country’s organization is still inadequate, and that 
we cannot Is'giii to obtain the results we have been 
proinis«*<l and have exp<*eted until a proper organiza- 
tion is ereateil. 

That has lH*eii the Herald’s contention from the 
da.v the United States entered this W’nr, General 
Braneker, basing his propheo.v upon British exp«*ri- 
eiiee, expr»*ss«*s confidence that the United States 
s(K>n will <*fune to the e«|uival<*nt of an Air Ministry. 
It is to la* hoTK*d that he is right, for that essential 
in the country’s war organization c.nnnot come too 
soon. 

Xor can the oth<*r organization which General 
Braneker advocates so convincingly — .nn Allied Air 
Council — this to have the same control over the air 
fon*cs of the Alli<*s as the Versailles council has, 
or is pw'sumcd to have, over the allied armi'*s. 

General Braneker is thinking in tc*rms of an air 
fon*e capable of hecriming the great factor for 
victory that an alli'*d air force ham'd on American 
capacit.v for production should be. That means a 
force that will not only supply the needs of the 
armies and the navies, but one which also will carry 
the war into the heart of Germany. Imprirtant as 
is aircraft in the work of the armies and the na- 
vies, the ^larger possibility of its usefulness must 
be grasiied and the large opportunities must be met 
if (iermany is to be defeated within the shortest 
IKissible time. — Xew York Herald,

MILLIONS IN BUTTON INDUSTRY 

Pennsylv.nnia held the foiirtli place in the manu- 
facture of buttons in 1914. and as the report for that 
year indicated a steady annual increase for the pre- 
cHliiig five year |M*riods, it may be that when the 
next report Is issued, this state will be fmind to 
have climlK*d a little higher in the scale of btittons. 

.\s it Is, th<* industry in Peim.s.vlvania in the year 
mentioned, made almost as many buttons as were 
imported, w’hich, as it hapi>ened, was an extraordi- 
nary tw’clve-mfinth for button importation. 

I'here is something staggering in the quantity 
of buttons of all kinds that are yearly made in this 
<f>nntry. One might naturally think that the great- 
est quantity made W’ere shoe buttons, but while 
tills is large, the fresh water pearl button holds 
the h rtd. there having b<*<*n made in 1914. a<-4-onling 
to a rcc<*nt report issued by the Federal Tariff 
Commission, more than 21.000,000 gross. This pro- 
duct was valued at $4,879,844. 

Slu>e buttons crime next in importance in the in- 
dustry. ;ind there were made more than I.M.CKlO.CMiO 
gnws. ;,i,d this despite the fact that the majority 
of the shoes worn are lacerl. 

Of the elusive sp«*cics known as collar and cuff 
buttons, there w’ere manufactured 1,771.000 gross, 
valued at $.V1.251. 

-(gate buttons api»ear to be the most exjK'nsive 
variety made here, for the 3,(»00 gross made in 
19U wen* valued at $5,100. 

New York continues to lie the leader in the man- 
ufacture ami from products valued at $2..371.000 in 
the Imlustry has grown until in 1914 tlie pro- 
duct of the button factories had a value of $7,821,- 
Ill DMrtl. however, the product rose to $9,373,- 
but in tliat year the country’s imlustry slfliw’ed 
a proiiuct valiwd at $22,708, (XiO, or abmit $2,(XX),(XX) 
mere tluin in 1914. 

Tlure an* few’ things v.-ilued less by the average 
Pcrs»,n than a button, but in the aggregate buttons 
form an imiK»rtant place in the country’s imports 
and eviNtrts. Virtually every country in the world 
makes buttons. 'The bone button is l.-irgely made in 
.\siatic countries and the p<*arl button is made in 
largo* quantities in Japan. 

.Siiue the lH*ginning of the w’.ar Japan has in- 
creased its exi»orts of fresh water is*arl to the 
I’nited Stat**s hy about 2,700 iu*r <*ent and to Great 
l’*ritain by 3(X| p**r cent. These figures repres**nt 
to some degret* the loss of trade by Germ.-iny to 
^x'tii the United Kingdom and the United States. — 
I'iulaUelphia I^*«lger.

FAMOUS BRITISH SIEGES 



Even with a war waging its eoiirse through rivers 
of IdiHid. dwarfing utterly any striiggh* that has 
gone lH*f«ire, w’e can recall the grim |H*rtinaeity of 
G«‘iieral White at I^adysniith kef>pin|{ the Union 
Jack flying till the army of relief .arrived, 119 
da.vs after the siege had opened. A rf*innrknhle 
fe.ature of this memorable investment was the un- 
doubted fact that had the enemy, instead of at- 
tempting storming tactics in the first W’cek of Jan- 
uary, post|Miiicd his big oiislnught until the middle 
of Fehruar.v, he must have Hm*eeed<*ii, fwi redmod 
in numbers and pitifully weak had the original 
army of d<‘feiise, Ift.CXK) strong. b«*eome. 

Ib*Ihl, how’cver. must rank as the most important 
British siege of the iiin<*teenth century. Xever was 
tlie pluck of the British soldiers more patent in the 
defense of this teeming city of the Uniijah, now the 
capital of the great Indian Empire and volumes 
ciiiild be written of the glorious deeds pF*rformed. 
In those days Delhi was one of the largest cities 
of Imlia, .vet there were only lO.(MX) defenders to 
fight 30.000 well-armed mutineers and keep guard 
over a huge |M>piilation reeking w’ith treacherous 
Dies. 

As the city propF-r had n ei mini fere nee of fully 
seven mih*s. the men w’en* or necessity thinl.r 
spread out and hideous gaps in the Hue w’ere fuion 
made and. ere a relief force tore away at the point 
of the bayonet into the town, the defenders 
had snstnlneil 4.000 easnaltles, in addition to many 
hundreds of cases of sickness. 

For sheer duration General Gordon’s heroic de- 
fense of Khartoum excelled nil other sieges re- 
corded here, for it lasted 317 days, or just nine 
days shorter than the Russian retention of Sebas- 
topol. T nfortunately, as we .ill know’, its termina- 
tion was a trageily, embittered hy the fact that a 
few’ days later the would-ls* army of relief 
arrived, only in time to pick up the threads of a 
pitiful disaster. 

Blit the greatest of all great sieges in British 
annals was undoubtedly that of Gibraltar, then as 
now’ the most stragetie fortress in the w’orld. Cap- 
tured hy the British in 1704 as the outcome of a 
magnificent feat of arms, the admiration of friends 
and foes alike, advantage was taken by the Span- 
iards during England’s conflict with America in 1779 
to make a really stu]K*ndons effort to regain it. 
General Elliott, who W’as entrusted w’ith the defense, 
was thrown iiiion his owrn resources and he de- 
termined to defend this grand misition to his last 
cartridge. Those were the days when every British 
sergeant and coriwral had to carry a mold to cast 
bullets and a ladle to melt lead in, so quick firing, 
almost needless to say, was out of the question. 
But the enemy sought to ensure a steady and de- 
vnstiiig rain of missiles by recourse of ereatin* 
flo.iting batteries on a prodigious scale. Well 
versed in the peculiar to[iography of Gibraltar, he 
put his know ledge to signal advantage. The aptly - 
express4*d “Key to the Mediterranean’* oeeiiples a 
tongue of eoiintry rising to a height of 1,300 feet 
of iM*rn<*ndieular rock, with, however, clearly-de- 
fined ridges traversing it on the w’est side on W’hlch 
the town is built. From their floating batteries of 
a size hitherto undreamt of, the besiegers raked the 
ridges, while on the land side of the little peninsula 
large forces were concentrated menacingly. 

As months passed W’itliout prosi>ect of relief, the 
defemlers became ih*sp«*rately short of food and even 
munitions had to be earefnlly husbanded. Every- 
thing possible was done to eke out the scanty 
supplies — every foot of land being made to yield 
sfimethiiig, while chickens w’ere artificially hutched 
and reared. Sickness, esp^'cinlly scurvy, began to 
Ia.v a lieavy hand on tlie brave garrison and all the 
time the men continued to fall victims to the plague 
of red-hot shot and the accompanying deadly rain 
of rock splinters. Just when these tilings w’ere 
looking deeidMIy black. Admiral Sir George Rmlney 
literally crashed a W’ay Into the harlior with a re- 
lief .s4|iiadron, leaving bF*hind liitn a wealth of stores 
and a thousand soldiers, hut the exigencies of war 
elsew’here obliged him to sail away, and almost im- 
mediately the siege set in again with redoubled 
fury. In the biginning of the summer of 1782, 
thirty-six mouths from the eommeneement of the in- 
vestment, mouldy biscuit crumbs in (librultar were 
selling at twenty-five cents a handful, and the 
veriest blade of anything green had a market value, 
yet the siege had still nearly anotiu*r year to run. 
Men W’ere fast becoming animated skeletons, though 
they continued to sliow sui’h rare figlit that the 
enemy dare not attempt storming tactics. But tliis 
time tlie latter had 200 pi<*ces of battering cannon 
and elglity great mortars belching forth destruc- 
tion at tlie heroic garrison. On tlie hills of Andalu 
sia thousands of sp»*etators daily congregated to 
watch what they considered to be the dying strug 
gles of the drKimed defenders. 

Week after week passed, however, without the 
expi*eted white flag Ix ing hoisted, and the Spaniards 
W’ere frankly nonplu.ssed. To them it seemed n<*t 
men but devils wlio were defending tlie R<M*k. They 
tliemsclves were making the effort of their lives, 
and they picked for notliing that money or skill could 
ensure, but still tlie gnus of tlie great fortress 
vomited defiance. At last, on the 10th of March. 
1783, after a siege of tliree years, .seven months and 
tw’elve days, relief to tlie garrison <*ame along in 
dis.istrons shaiK* for tlie enemy, whosi* great float- 
batteries were sent aflame and thousands of the 
gunners is*rislied miserably. Of the comparatively 
small force of defenders 1.231 had suffered the ex- 
treme iienalty of w’ar. w’hile hundreds were found 
by tiie relief force lying by their guns in a pitiful 
state of exiiatistion. — I.rf>s Angeles Times.

LOOKS LIKE LONG WAR 



Because most eomiM*tent military authorities have 
agreed tiiat tlie pres»*nt campaign will prove the 
decisive struggle of tlie war. a large part of tlu* 
puMic seems to liave jiimiu*d to the eoneliisioii that 
if tlie Germans fail in their gr»*at off»*nsive, peats* 
must sf>on follow. Tliis is by no means a logical 
deduction, nor is it justified hy the p;ist history 
of warfare. Tlie battle of Gettysburg was probably 
tlie decisive laittle of the (Mvil war, but the strug- 
gle dragged on for a long time after I>*e’s dis 
astrons defeat. So it is likely enoiigli tliat if the 
(lermans fnil to reach a decision in the present 
campaign, they will l»e able to hold out on the «le- 
f**nslve for many h*iig months by siueessively 
sliorteiiiiig their lines .Ind slowl.v .vielding ground 
througli France and Belgium. In this event ixditi- 
eai factors would lu* far more likely to bring 
about a rapid eiuling *>f the war than the most 
effective military pressim* that tlie alli«*s can reas- 
onably ex|H*<t to develoii within tlie next tw’elve 
inoiiths. Ill other words, if the war is to Im* won 
by a decisive military viitory over the (brmaii 
armies in the field, the allies, even with Amerh-aii 
ahl, can hardly exiMTt to have the n(*eessary over 
whelming siifieriority over the enemy much lM*fore 
192U. M'hls is not a particularly pleasant fact to 
face, bur the allies have done their eaiis4* far mon- 
harm hy optimistically underestimating the enemy’s 
strength than hy iindiH* iM*ssiini>m. .\nd the Anierl 
can |M*o|de will Im* w1s<* to realize the magnitude 
of the job ahead of tlieiu and then go to it. — 
Ia*slie’s. 



CLEMENCEAUS TRIUMPH 

Di tlu* May offeusive. when the Germans oi'ctt- 
pied (Miateau Thierry, only alNuit forty iiiil«*s fnmi 
rails, the anxiety at the capital w«Mild iiMtiinilly 
Im* gn*at. The goveriiinent. preparing for a siege, 
eneoiiraged an cxinIus of eivilians to tlu* south. It 
is said that nearly (tOO.(MN) rarisinns left. In the 
French (Muimber of Depnties, anxious questions and 
disenssions tnonomdized the sittings. Fremier 
(Menieneenii, the “tiger’’ whos** tm»th-aiid nail fight- 
ing mdley had previously inspired even the minority 
sm*ia lists, w’ns siihj«*eted to fusillades of adverse 
opinions on the eondiu-tiiig of the campaign. Yet, 
full of eoiifidenee, be eliaiirdoried the gen«>rals and 
the arrn.v, and, in the midst of tension and gh»om 
dlspla.ved ser»*ne courage. He met the crisis w’lth 
masterly .spirit and action. 

During the iM*rlod after the Germans had Im***u 
stopiM*d on the edge of tlie VMlh-rs Uotterets forest, 
and the world waited for tlu* next German blow, he 
continued to display the Htoiit»*st confidence. He 
ih*elared that all was well. Those surrounding hWii 
w«*re almost indiieed to siisiM*ct him of delusions. 
Then siiddenl.v he bf*eame siib«lii«‘d. His praise for 
the Freiuli army fMinred forth, hut not a word of 
confidence n*garding the campaign outlook. This 
was the p«*riiMl when General Foeh preiuired his 
counter-stroke of the last week. (M»*meneenii passed 
through stormy scenes in the UhaiiilieK hut stissl 
like a rock. He deelared. in stating his determi- 
nation to s«*e the war through. “Yon have lM*fore 
you a Government which, ns It told .vou, did not 
enter into jiower ever to a<*eept snrr**nder. So long 
as we are here the fatherland will Is* defended to 
the eml, and no force wrill Im* span*d to obtain suc- 
cess. We will never yield. That Is the word of 
command of oiir Goveniim*nt. We w’ill never yield 
at any moment. ’* That spirit carried the day in 
triiiinpii. 

When Premier (Memencean returned from ii«*ar 
Soissons. after the success of the French counter- 
stroke. he declared General Mangin. the eommaiider 
of the army on the Aisne-Miirne front, was tlie 
happiest man in the world. He did not add that 
he, tFM», was a highly relieved man. and that 
General Foeh’s plans had vindicated the .stoutness 
of his faith in the dark hours of a {Missilde Ger- 
man success. The turning of the tables on the 
German.s, after five offensives hy the kais«*r’s 
armies, has elevated (Meniene»»Hii to new heights 
of prestigf* and power. He is regarded as the one 
man now to guide France through to complete vic- 
tory. Boloism, (Miillaiix intrigues, and Malvy 
operations are things of the past, now that (’lemen- 
ceaii’s firm grip has become almost that of a dic- 
tator. — Toronto Daily .Mail and Express.

D»*nn.v. one-time Att«»rney -Genera I for S/iiith Aus- 
tralia. who says; “As an Australian si>ldier of three 
years’ experience in England and Franf*e, I indorse 
the Fn*n<*iiman’s tribute.’’ 

In July. 1917, Uaptain Ib*nny was in Dijon on fur- 
lough from the Somme. 

“An American major staying at the s.ame hotel 
— I>*s riwlies — saw I was an Anstralian and with 
characteristic American frankness said; *’Our b«>ys 
are arriving tonight; I must see that every tiling is 
provided for them. W’lll yon come? • • • 1 saw 
the tnM»ps alight and talked to many of them. They 
were strong, bronzed. earn«*st, determined athletes, 
with great fighting qualities. • • • Their con- 

versation disclosed that they had no delusions; well 
knew they w’ere *iip against it.’ But they joked 
and talked and laiighe<] and ate as if the great ren- 
dezvous W’ere not for them, or. if they thought of 
it, then how could men do better than lay «lowu 
their lives for their country?’’ 

We expe<*ted nothing else of our men, but it is 
pleasant to know others recognized their quality. 

This pi<’ture should ever Im* home in mind. When 
anything is seen that tends to jeopardize the suc- 
cessful prosecution of the w’ar let those at home 
who are tnily loyal recall the men abroad fighting 
for us. more than for themselves, with the “utmost 
contempt for death.’* 

For nrofltt*ering. for seekers after personal agran- 
dizemeiit or for those who would sacrifice patriotism 
for p«ditieal consideration then* should Im* gibbets as 
high as Hainan’s. — Xew York Telegram.
